Within a few feet of her husband's 
body, which lay on the grass beside 
the overturned automobile under which 
he was crushed to death, Mrs. Alfred 
Burton told her story of the fatal mid- 
night ride to a Coroner’s jury Friday 
forenoon and the inquest was then ad- 
journed until a late hour, when it will 
be continued at Clayton. Mrs. Burton, 
who was grief-stricken, could tell little 
except that there were nine in their 
merry party and that suddenly they 
plunged over a bank in the dark. She 
said that they did not seem to be going 
very fast at the time of the accident 
which was caused by the chauffeur 
turning his head to look after his hat 
which had blown off. 

In the meantime John Sweet, whe 
was one of the nine persons in the 
auto when the accident occurred on the 
Clayton road four miles west of Clay- 
ton, was left at Busch's Grove from 
midnight without medical attendance. 
Several of his ribs were broken and he 
was injured internally, when the auto, 
running 50 miles an hour, tumbled down 
an embankment and landed against a 
telegraph pole. About noon when it 
was reported that no physician had at- 
teéhded him the Post-Dispatch sent one 
to him. 


side the body of his master for hours 
after the accident, refusing to let any- 
one approach it. It was several hours 
after the accident before the body was 
taken from under the machine. Then it 
was left on the grass near by. When 
the Coroner’s jury reached the scene it 
Was necessary to use force to drag the 
dog away, and the faithful animal tried 
time and again to get away and return 
to his vigil.

Louis 
and she returned to her home. 
With Burton in the big 2500-pound car 
when he was killed were his wife and 
three children, two young women 
friends and two other men. Street was 
the only other person hurt. Howard 
Washington, who was driving the ma- 
chine, is under arrest at Clayton. 
Burton was coachman for Selwyn C. 
Edgar of 4879 Lindell boulevard. He 
took the machine from the stable in 
the absence of the Edgar family, now 
in Chicago. His wife says he was told 
to use the machine when he wished. 
Thursday evening Burton proposed to 
John Sweet, hostler, and Howard 
Washington, chauffeur for the Edgars, 
that they take a spin in the automo- 
bile when it tipped over while running 
him, and Washington agreed to run the 
machine. They went to the home of 
Burton at 4319A Clayton avenue, where 
they had supper. 
Then the ride which led to death was 
commenced. Mrs. Burton invited as her 
guests Gussie Frey, 16 years old, of 4317 
Clayton avenue, and Clara Patzer of 
4308 Clayton avenue.

September, 1905, 
the electric cab which. he drove was 
placed at Mrs. Thaw's disposal by 
White. 


The first of thesé occasions was be! 


fore her marriage, the second was five 
months after it. “In each instance, ac- 
cording to the chauffeur, she was taken 
' from a restaurant to her hotel and in 
heither case did White accompany her. 

Burns says that he was engaged by 
White in the latter part of January, 
1905, to drive his electric cab between 
the hours of 5 p. m, and 3 a. m., and 
@ontinued in his employ until the latter 
part of September of that year. The 
use of the electric machine was dis- 
continued at that time he says, because 
of the persistent following of the cab 
by men riding bicycles, on fvot, and 
also hansoms, runabouts and automo- 
biles. 

“In those nine months,” says Burns, 
“taking out the time Mr. White was 
in Europe and Canada, my employer 
never once entered the electric hansom 
in company of a woman other than Mrs. 
White, whom he frequently took to 
Sherry’s for dinner.

‘Speed Quadrupled Since July 2 
by New System and 
Double Force.

Opinion That Court Action 
Will Take Up Time Before 
Terms Expire. 


The speed with which the recount of 
the last municipal election ballots is 
progressing has been quadrupled since 
July 2, when the Board of Election 


*, 


Commissioners not only doubled the 
working clerical force, but also inaug- 
urated a new system which again dou- 


bles the rapidity with which the votes 
may be tallied. , 

The board now expects to have the re- 
count completed by Sept. 1_at the latest 
and. possibly will conclude its labors by 
Aug. 15. Since the innovation in the 
system was made three days ago, the 
clerks have recounted 21 precincts, and 
at 10 a. m. Friday they had finished 
three precincts of the Eleventh Ward. 

This is an average of seven precincts 
daily, and. were it not that trouble and 
delay is anticipated in the Sixteenth 
Ward, the commissioners believe they 
could close the books by the middle of 
next month. . 

However, even though the recount 
may be completed next month, it is the 
general opinion of many politicians that 
if the accurate returns are such as to 
disqualify office holders from retaining 
thefr positions, the actions which will 
follow in the courts will cover such & 
long period that the terms of all the 
incumbents will have expired and they 
will have served their full time before 
decisions are rendered. 

On explanation of the reason why the 
recount consumes so much time was 
made at the Board of Election Commis- 
sioners Friday. 


Two Squads of Clerks. 


J wo squads of four clerks each—two 
Democrats and two Republicans—work 
in separate apartments. Two of each 


squad remove the ballot boxes from the 
vaults, the other two taking out the 
poll books. The ballot-box men are not 
permitted to see the poll books and vice 
versa. This preserves the secrecy of the 
ballot, for while the voter’s name is 
signed to the poll book it does not ap- 
pear on the ballot. 

On the face of the ballot is the name 
of the candidate, a number which must 
or should correspond with the number 
opposite the voter’s name in the poll 
book and the initials of the judges, 
Democratic and Republican. 

It often occurs that there will be, for 
instance, a half dozen numbers 11 and 
number 12 will be missing entirely. 
There has been a mistake made some- 
where and the watchers for both con- 
testants and contestees are permitted to 
examine the ballots, under the super- 
vision of the Election Commissioners. 

These duplications are recorded and 
every ballot is given an elaborate ex- 
amination. The records are kept on a 
hib sheet, which is headed with 29 class- 
ifications. For example, there may be 
a ballot that bears the initials of one 
judge only; there may be others on 
which the scratching on more than one 
appears to have been done by the same 
man; in fact, all the possible irregular- 
ities are called out and placed on this 
sheet under the various classifications. 

These difficulties hamper the work of 
recounting and account for the slowness 
with which it proceedse@. Each ballot 
was so handled until July 2, when the 
board evolved a new system and put 
it into execution. 


Four Squads Now Working. 


Four squads, 16 men, were put to 


work in separate apartments. All the 


ballots are now removed from. the 
boxes and arranged rapidly on tables 
ahdor the various classifications, and 
then when all are properly separated, 
instead of calling out each ballot ag 

‘Regular, Wells, one,’’ the clerks take 
a batch, count them quickly and call 
out’ the total number to be recorded 
under each classification. 

The speed is greatly accelerated in 
this manner, for the errors can be 
promptly checked up. With the extra 
clerical force and the new system the 
speed has actually been quadrupled. 

After the recount the judges will be 
required to pass on the ballots in er- 
ror and after this has been done the 
matter will be taken into the courts, all 
of which is expected to require possibly 
a year or more before final settlement 
of the contests is made. 

The recount was begun April 9, and it 
was announced at that time that it 
scarcely could be concluded within a 
year, but the board has changed its 
opinion and believes that with all the 
trouble and disputes that may arise 
from now on the work will be over by 
Sept. 1.

In the bigger places, where things 
are watched more closely, suspicion was 
aroused as to the genuineness of the 
report because confirmation of it was 
‘“‘flAashed’’ over the wire within three 
minutes after its receipt. 

As a general rule confirmation of a 
race is not received until after the post- 
ing of the betting of the succeeding 
race. In these places bettors were told 
that wagers would not be paid until 
after the day’s races were over, or 
until today. 

The wire-tappers evidently received 
word that the Beau Brummell “‘tapping”’ 
had gone through successfully, for in 
the third race they tried it. again. At- 
tilla, at 5 to 1, was ‘“‘flashed’’ as the 
winner, with Scalpbook, 5 to 1, second, 
and Crowshade, 4 to 1, third. It was 
immediately after the race was report- 
ed in that form that Attention was an- 
nounced as the real winner of the sec- 
ond race and Beau Brummel the placed 
horse. On the heels of this, Crowshade 
was confirmed as the winner of the 
third race, with Attilla second. 

There were three more races on the 
Windsor card after this, but in all the 
poolrooms it was announced that no 
bets would be settled on them until 
today. The explanation was ‘‘the wires 
are to the bad.’’ 

According to racetrack followers, ‘‘the 
poolrooms of. New York would have lost 
upward of $100,000 had the wire-tappers 
not been too anxious to “clean up.”’ 


TAPPERS CLEAN UP 
$9000 AT CHICAGO.

TORTURED BABY 


GIVES U 
AGA 
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Pure Milk Would Have Saved This Little Fellow, but His Vitality 
Had Been Sapped by a Long Course of 
a Vile Food. 


A picture of Baby Shepherd was taken 
befure his death last week at 4547 North 
Broadway. The picture depicts a more 
emaciated baby than any of the famine 
victims in India. The picture is too 
grewsome to print. 

This baby’s life could have been 
saved. Even though it was a living 
skeleton there was a chance. Pure, ! 
sterilized milk, kept cool and sweet, 
might have saved its life. 

It is just such cases the Post-Dispatch 
wishes to reach. No one wants such 
norrors to persist. The Post-Dispatch 
wants to collect the money that will 
buy the pure milk necessary to nourish 
such infants. 

Baby Shepherd had taken the milk 
only a week. No true test of the bene- 
ficial qualities of the milk could be 
made in that time. Even then the baby 
had some chance of living had not a 
particularly hot wave carried away his 
last spark of vitality. 

Dr. Henckler of the North Side Dis- 
pensary, who furnished the milk to the 
baby’s foster mother, said: ‘“‘The child 
looked like a skeleton. I never saw 
anything so awful in my practice. 
realized it was an extreme case and 
photographed the child. Bad as it was, 
it had a chance to live. I believe he 
was Improving on the milk until the hot 
wave of last Friday sapped the infant’s 
vitality and he simply died.” 

Baby Shepherd’s mother may not 
know at the present time of her baby’s 
death. She disappeared from home May 
24. Mrs. Shepherd was injured in a 
street car accident some time ago and 
her. mind has been unsound ever since, 
her mother believes. Mrs. Hearn was not 
well supplied with this world’s goods 
and did not have healthful food for 
the baby. It became very ill and when 
finally the pure milk was recommended 
it was too late. 

The milk comes from the Pure Milk 
Commission. The ice to keep it coo! is 
distributed by the King’s Daughters. 
Some mothers can pay a penny a bot- 
tle for the milk. Others cannot pay 
even that price. The penny only pays 
for the actual cost of thes,milk. The 
sterilizing and modifying process and 
icing at the plant cost money. The 
wages of men and rent must be paid. 
These expenses must be borne by the 
charitable. And when the milk is giv- 
en away, there is a greater expense—an- 
other cent a bottle—that must be met. 

A cent a bottle isn’t much. No, but it 
amounts to thousands of dollars before 
the summer !s'over. Seven to ten bot- 
tles a day for a baby through a hot 
summer, and frequently through the 
winter, means dollars. 

Will you help defray the expenses of 
this indispensable charity? Will you 
help to buy the necessary ice? 


You, who do not mind carfare; you, 
who have ice cream or cooling drinks 
whenever you crave them, think of the 
misery and deprivations of the children, 
and the mothers, too, of the tenements. 
Think what a 12%-pound piece of ice 
means to a tenement dweller! Think 
what a relief it is to a mothér to know 
her child can have health! It means 
happiness to her. 

The tenements seem to have been 
huilt for the most part to keep in the 
heat and all the foul smells of the 
building. They exclude in most 1n- 
stances pure alr. The heat in them ts 
intense. No place, without spending 
money, is there any relief.

Most of Business Will Be Han- 
dled in Proposed New 
Structure. 


TO OCCUPY ONE BLOCK 





Nearness to Union Station Will 
Facilitate Handling 
of Mails. 


When the proposed new St. Louis 
Postoffice, occupying the block bounded 
by Seventeenth and Eighteenth streets, 
Market street and Clark avenue, is a 
reality, the present Postoffice in the 
Federal building will become a substa- 
tion, the great bulk of mail business be- 


ing handled in the new quarters. In the 
absence of Postmaster Frank Wyman, 
his brother, Assistant Postmaster Henry 
Wyman, said Thursday: 

“The new Postoffice will stand just 
across the street ‘from,the Union Ssta- 
tion and, therefore, the business of han- 
dling the St. Louis mails most expedi- 
tlously will be greatly facilitated. The 
plans for the new building contemplate 
a two-story structure along the most 
modern lines. I think it will require 
about two years for completion, after the 
work is once started. 

“The main offices, such as those of the 
Postmaster, the Assistant Postmaster 
and department heads, will be on the 
first floor of the new building. From 
the date of its occupancy, the present 
Postoffice will then become a _ substa- 
tion, similar to those already established 
in various parts of the city. 

“Money order business can be trans- 
acted there, but, naturally, the great 
bulk of local] business will be handled at 
the new Postoffice. The old quartera 
here in the Federal building will be cut 
down as much as possible, and the space 
thus vacated will be occupied by other 
Government departments.’’ 


“STAR BOARDER’ 
PREVENTS DIVORCE 


Decree Denied to Mrs. Ida 
Burrus, Who Complained 
of Title, 


By denying a divorce to Mrs. Ida H. 
Burrus of 1908 North Grand avenue from 
Leon A. Burrus, Judge Douglas has in- 
flicted a severe blow to the star boarder, 
He refuses the divorce because Mrs. 
Burrus persisted in keeping in her em- 
ploy a man who was distasteful to her 
husband, he said, and showing him such 
preference in the matter of the prepara- 
tion of meals that her husband felt 
justified in calling him the star boarder. 

Mrs. Burrus complained tn her petition 
that Burrus characterized the hired help 
as a star boarder.

Picked Up by High Places. 


“Those who have seen a gale of 
three or fours hours’ duration on 
Lake Michigan, will feadily appre- 
ciate the fact, that in a 40-foot launch 
we were simply picked up by one 
high place and thrown over to the 
next—sometimes thrown clear. over 
the next into the bottom of the one 
which was sure to follow—-from top 
to bottom and from bottom to tap— 
but our launch came right side down 
every time.

We 
reached our anchorage there about 
11:30 and by the time we tied our 
boat it was blowing a gale. 

“Friday morning found the weather 
no better: that is, as far as the clouds 
and barometer were concerned, but 
there was not such a heavy seat run- 
ning. We advised with the Captain 
of the Life Saving Station until 11 a. 
m., when we decided to start for Chi- 
cago, 176 miles a day. In about an 
hour those great, black clotds, which 
mean wind and plenty of it, to the 
mariner, rose rapidly out of the hori- 
zon ahead of us and the sea com- 
menced to ‘make’ very fast—and con- 
tinued to ‘make’ until we decided to 
put back into Grand Haven. 

“We anchored for the night in 
Grand Haven, and Saturday morning 
started out at 6 o'clock. The sea, 
however, would insist on ‘making,’ 
simply to prove to us that it could do 
it, and after a few hours we were 
driven back into Holland. We then 
coasted down to South Haven and 
from South Haven to St. Joseph, 
where we witnessed one of the most 
beautiful sunsets and rainbows I have 
ever seen. 

“This condition and a rise of the 
barometer reassured us, 80 we deter- 
mined to start at 11 o’clock that night 
for Chicago. About midnight, we 
were overtaken by the ‘City of Chi- 
cago’ and we saluted and received a 
salute in return.

WOUNDED HIS WIEE 


She Says Meether Fired the 
Shot, but He Is Held 
in Jail, 


GRANDCHILDREN NEAR BY 








Their Screams Called Neigh- 
bor’s Daughter Before 
the Shooting, 


John G. Wurtz of Willow avenue, Old 
Orchard, will appear before Justice Bar- 
ron of Webster Groves Wednesday 
answer the charge of assault 
his wife, Mrs. Ellen Wurtz,- who was 
shot through the _ body Wednesday 
night. Mrs. Wurtz denies that her hus- 
band shot her, and says a man with 
whom she had a quarrel fired the shot. 

Wurtz is in the Clayton Jail, having 
been unable to give the $2000 bond re- 
quired. 

Mrs. Wurtz is in a serlous condition 
at her home, but will recover, her 
physicians say. The bullet entered the 
breast an inch above the heart, and 
came out near the.shoulder blade. She 
says, as does her husband, that two 
shots were. fired from the opposite side 
of the street. 

Mrs, Wurtz says her husband was 
shooting: a Roman candle for their ll- 
year-old grandson, Franklin Millbaugh 
of St. Louis, when the shots were fired. 
One passed through her body, striking 
the side of the house near which she 
was standing and rebounding 15 feet in 


the yard. 
Says He Shot at Dog. 

Marshal "Rare of Webster 
found a 32-caliber bullet 
Mrs. Wurtz was wounded. He also 
found Wurtz’s revolver in the house. 
One chamber had been fired, but the 
empty shell had not been removed, The 
bullet fitted the caliber of the pistol. 

Pat Nee, a neighbor, was arrested 
Wednesday by Marshal Nace, but was 
later releysed. 

Wurtz was arrested on the state- 
ments of Laura Nee, 16-year-old daugh- 
ter of Pat Nee, and Martha and Liz- 
zie Gieselbach, neighbors. The Giesel- 
bach girls were taking Laura Nee home 
when they drove by the Wurtz home. 

A little grandson of the Wurtzes ran 
to them, they say, and asked them 
to call the police.- Laura Nee says she 
heard the child say: “‘Grandpa, don’t.’ 
She says they then saw Wurtz point- 
ing the pistol at Mrs. Wurtz. 

The Gieselbach girls drove hurriedly 
to their home, and their mother tele- 
phoned for Marshal Nace. 

Wurtz declares that he and his wife 
were shooting fireworks when the shots 
were fired. He says he tried to help 
his wife after she was shot, and then 
took his revolver and tried to meet the 
man he suspected. He explains the 
empty cartridge in his revolver by say- 
ing that he fired a shot at a dog which 
ran his Maltese cats up a tree some 
time ago, and had neglected to extract 
the shells. *

GUTKE WILL BUILD 
NEW TROLLEY LINE 


Hillsboro, Kimmswick& North- 
ern Part of Montesano 
Plans. 


The electric railroad for which a char- 
ter has been grarited under the name of 
the Hillsboro, Kimmswick & North- 
ern, was said Friday by H. F. Vogel 
to be a part of his Montesano Springs 
resort plant at Kimmswick. 

“The plan,’’ said Mr.:- Vogel to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter, ‘“‘is to give quick and 
frequent service to Kimmswick and the 
new resort, by building from the Broad- 
way line at Jefferson iacrdake south to 
Kimmswick and southwest to Hillsboro. 
About 28 of the 38 miles of the line 
will be in Jefferson County and none 
in the city of St. Louls. We plan a 
15-minute service between Kimmswick 
and the Barracks. and an hourly ser- 
vice between Kimmswick and Hills- 
boro.”’ 

Mr. Vogel said that the work of 
planning the Montesano resort is so ex- 
tensive that the task of building the 
railroad was turned over to Charles A. 
Gutke and Attorney Hall, whose names 
appeared among those of the incorpor- 
ators. Of the total issue of $600,000 of 
the securities of the Montesano project, 
$300,000 were set aside for railway con- 
struction purposes. The projectors of 
the line have had engineers in the field 
for some time and were in Hillsboro 
Friday looking after the business of 
the Hine at the southern terminus.

Bohemian Clergy to Attend 


Funeral of Mgr. Hessoun. 

The funeral of Very Rev. Mgr. Joseph 
Hessoun, pastor of St. John of Nepo- 
muk’s Church, Eleventh and Soulard 
streets, will be held at the church next 
Tuesday morning.

It will be very well also for the people of Arizona 
and New Mexico to come into the Union at once, 
if it suits them to come in at once rather than to 
stay out indefinitely. 

The point is not of their virtues as Rough Riders 
or of the President’s affection for them. . It is that 
they are being treated now exactly as Kansas was 
treated when the “Lecompton Constitution” -was 
submitted in 1858. This was called a crime against 
Kansas then, because it was arranged at Washing- 
ton then, as now in the case of Arizona, that every 
citizen of Kansas who voted against that constitu- 
tion, was compelled to vote in doing so to keep 
Kansas out of the Union. 

If that was not a “square deal” then, it is not now. 
With Rhode Island and Delaware still on the map 
and represented in both Senate and electoral col- 
lege, there was no ground, except sectional ground, 
for doubling up four territories into two states, 
merely because they' were west of the Mississippi 
River. 

It was sectionalism and nothing else. But the 
West is great enough to be able to stand it and 
smile at it. As far as the Transmississippi West 
is concerned, it can leave it wholly to the people 
of New Mexico and Arizona to decide by their own 
votes what they ought to do. . 

Let them leave out all sectional considerations. 
They are out of place between the Mississippi and 
the Pacific.

The newspaper is, perhaps, the most important agent 
in modern life, and its: honest and intelligent service 
is vital to progress. The community suffers when 
the individual neglects his civic duties, but when the 
newspaper is derelict or corrupt the effect is momen- 
tous. It must be absolutely devoted to public inter- 
ests and stand for public enlightenment and welfare. 
Essential to the adequate fulfilment of its functions 
are honest art and genuine proportion in its construc- 
tion. The newspaper maker on the one hand is a 
manufacturer, but on the other his work is like that 
of the learned professions, law, medicine, the minis- 
try, and should be conducted in conformnity to the 
standards which are supposed to rule in those callings. 

The journalist has one client, one patient, one flock— 
that is to say, the whole community; and nothing 
should stand in the way of his single-minded and de- 
voted service of that one common interest. He should 
beware of all entangling alliances—political, social, 
commercial—which may limit or embarrass such serv- 
ice. He should let the honors and emoluments of 
public office go to other people. His own office, if 
properly administered, is more important and powerful 
than any that his fellow citizens are likely to confer 
upon him. The independent newspaper may be and 
should be the most vital and effective instrument 
that democratic society can produce for its own ad- 
vancement and protection; and its true business wel- 
fare, in the long view, lies in a complete, intelligent, 
sympathetic devotion to public interests. .

Col. McGrew also enjoys the 
friendship of the golfers of the West 
and Northwest, within the limits of 
the Transmississippi territory, hence, 
with the entire West for him, it is not 
easy to see just how he can miss.

DUE TO COUNCIL FIGHT 





Chief Says Decreased Force 
Can’t Handle St. Louis 
Crowds. 


The lid will go on in East S8t. Louis 
next Sunday, or a week from Sunday at 
the latest. A Post-Dispatch reporter 
learned from a reliable source Friday 
that next Sunday would probably be 
dry. 

Foere are two reasons for this uncere- 
monious fastening on of the lid, the re- 
sult of a crisis in the squabble between 
Mayor Cook and the insurgent Citizens’ 
party aldermen. 

Mayor Cook was elected on the Inde- 
pendent Municipal ticket. Since May 1 
the Citizens’ party has had a majority 
of. the Council. The insurgents have 10 
members to the Cook party’s 4, and can 
pass any ordinance over the Mayor's 
veto. 

Mayor Cook has the appointing power, 
but since May 1, when the insurgents 








‘took their seats, they have solidly voted 
to refuse to approve the Mayor's ap- 
‘pointments. The old officials have held 


over. The insurgents have openly 
stated that they are after Chief of Po- 
lice Purdy’s scalp, and will not stand 
for his reappointment. . 

The insurgents brought the matter to 
a crisis last Monday, when they intro- 
duced an ordinance to reorganize the 


|Police Department, abolish the office of 


Chief of Police, create the office of 


They also passed a resolution com- 
manding the Police Department to stop 
all music in saloons, and to strictly en- 
force the saloon-closing ordinances. The 
resolution states that any person can 
make a complaint to the Council Com- 
mittee on Police, showing any violation 
of the saloon ordinances. It gives the 
committee and the Council ‘the power 
to censure or remove from office ths 

olicemen or the head of the Police 

epartment.

The resolution was passed by a strict 
party vote of 10 to 4. On motion of 
two Cook Aldermen, the ordinance re- 
organizing the department was referred 
to the Police Counci] Committee for a 
report next Monday. After service of a 
certified copy of the resolution on Chief 
Purdy, the Chief considered -that as the 
only way for him to protect himself and 





to prevent a charge that the saloon 
ordinances were being~ violated, the lid 
must go on. 

The other reason is that the reorgan- 
ization ordinance, cutting down the 
number of special men and police, would 
make it impossible to protect East St. 
Louis against the crowd crossing the 
bridge to escape the St. Louis lid every 
Sunday. 

The special men have been used in 
enforcing the midnight-closing ord 
nance and other saloon ordinances. 

This part of the program is an unex- 
pected back-action to the insurgents. 
Some of them are saloon Keepers, and 
one is the agent of a brewery, and they 
do not want the lid. Within the last 
two days, and since the tip went out 
that the lid was coming, the insurgents 
have been besieged by representatives 
of the saloons and breweries, and they 
have found that the duties of alder- 
men are not all pleasure.

Arrested on Charge of 
Larceny.

WASHINGTON, July 6.—Alphqnse 
Zelaya. son of the President of Nic- 
aragua, was arrested here, charged with 
petty larceny, and released on $10 col- 
lateral bail. Only yesterday he was en- 


gaged to play the piano in a down- 
town saloon. 

This scion of the first family of Nic- 
aragua about a year ago met Miss Mar- 
guerite Baker in a boarding house here. 
They were planning their wedding one 
night when the young man was seized 
and carried from the house to an apart- 
ment house, where he was confined sev- 
eral days, and then started on his way 
to Nicaragua. He vowed vengeance on 
his abductors, who were thought to be 
agents of the Nicaraguan Government, 
and declared he wou!d return to marry 
Miss Baker. 

He came to Washington again’ last 
Miss Baker were 
married. They went to New York with 
the intention of sailing for Nicaragua. 
They never got any further. Zelaya’s 
funds ran low, and no money reached 
him from his family or the legation. 
The situation became so grave that Mrs. 
Zelaya returned to Washington. §he 
stayed a short time with friends and 
then rented a room in the central part 
of the city. When she had been there 
three weeks her husband came back. 

That was a week ago. The landlady 
asked for the room and Monday, while 
the husband was away, Mrs. Zelaya 
moved out and went to friends. Zelaya 
had found another abode. 

Then occupants of the boarding house 
discovered that they had been relieved 
of various articles. Zelaya, so it is al- 
leged, madé the mistake of wearing a 
shirt belonging to- Policeman Sampson, 
who lived in the house. The policeman 
swore out a warrant for him. 

Mr. and Mrs. Zelaya have separated,

Owners of Resort Near Council 
Bluffs (Io.) to Be Prose- 
cuted. 


COUNCIL BLUFFS, Io., July 6.—Five 
more bodies of the victims of the Kur- 
saal disaster on the night of July 4 
were recovered from the waters of Lake 
Manawa by professional divers yester- 


day, making a total of six bodies recoev- 
ered. 

One diver reported seeing the body 
of a little baby, but an eddy carried 
it away before it could be secured. It 
is believed that when the search is gn- 
ished as many as a dozen bodies will 
have been found. Three persons who 
were absolutely known to have gone 
down in the wreckage have not re- 
turned to their homes, and it is almost 
certain that they perished. 

County Attorney Patrick declares he 
will bring warrants against the offi- 
cers of the Lake Manawa resort and 
prosecute them on the charge of crim- 
inal negligence. 

Investigation of that portion of the 
Kursaal which gave way shows the 
cause to have been poor construction 
in the flooring. Heavy joists were 
held in place by only one nail in each 
end. Only 18 nails had been used in 
the‘ construction of nearly 500 feet of 
flooring, and when the first nail gave 
way the balance speedily followed, and 
those on the floor went into the water. 

The Lake Manawa resort was owned 
by the Omaha and Council Bluffs Street 
Railway, which in turn is the proper- 
ty of the Seligman Bros. of New York. 
No damage suits have yet been filed, but 
several are in course of preparation. 

The Jake is a portion of an old chan- 
nel of the Missouri River, which has 
been left five miles from the main 
stream, and has been made into a sum- 
mer resort for the citizens of Omaha, 
South Omaha and Council Bluffs.
